CONSIDERABLE GAP 

Between the estimate of mili- 
tary requirements made by the 
Defence Ministers und the esti-

Washington, Nov. 22. 


A new policy 


of building up a jet-powered 


transport fleet to speed troops by air from bases 
in the United States to any threatened part of the 
world is in the making, an aviation publisher said 


tonight. 


Mr Wayne W. Parrish, editor and publisher of 
American Aviation, writing in the current issue of the 
magazine, said this would mean that: 


"Instead of building up huge, 
costly, permanent military estab- 
lishment in all) parts of the 
world surrounding the Commu- 
nist areas, there will be a greater 
irend toward keeping our major 
strength at home but having it 


in readiness to use anywhere in 


the world on short notice.” 


He contended there has been 
a “gap in the United States Air 
Force (USAF) concept of air 
power,” that the USAF has been 
preparing for strategic bombing 
of a major power, the need for 
which “may or may not come.” 


Meanwhile, Mr Parrish wrote, 
the USAF has not prepared for 
mobility or follow-through of 
such bombing and has “under- 
estimated its own responsibilities 
as the No. 1 medium for keeping 
the world peace by an ability to 
prevent or put out sparks in all 
parts of the world.”

is remembered today 
for the years of his 
dotage; remembered 
ag the elderly pacifist driven 
from the leadership of the 
Socialist Party; as the 
side-whiskered sentimenta!- 
ist whose conscience en- 
raged Mr Ernest Bevin, 


But behind this survivor from 
a Vanished age lay a lifetime of 
strange und dramatic events. 
Mr Postgate Lansbury’s son-in- 
law, has written a biography* 
which will be read by many with 
the greatest interest. 


Lansbury’s life spanned an 
immense gap in English history 
He was born in 1659. He did not 
dic till 1940. For all his Sv- 
clalism, Lansbury remained :t 
heart u Victorian Radicul. He 
was perhups the ijast of our 
politica! leaders to believe with 
simple faith in peece, progress 
and the perfectibility of man. 


Progress no doubt seemed in- 
evitable in an era of endless Bri- 
lish expansion. Pacifism was 
a plausible creed as long as the 
British Navy could keep the 
peace. But in fact Lansbury 
lived on from the days of Queen 
into the dark age of 
Hitler and Stalin. It was his 
tragedy that he falled to realise 
this change. 


The story of Lansbury’s Life 

inextricably entwined with 
thzt of the Socialist Party. As 
treated by most writers, that 
subject has hitherto been an arid 
and drecry waste. Mr Postgate is 
a great improvement on his 
predecessors.

It is true that he introduces 
many of the most absurd and 
odious left-wing platitudes into 
his bock. But these can be dis- 
regaréed by the sceptical reader. 
At least Mr Postgate writes in_a 
lively style. Nor does he at- 
tempt to conceal the furious 
animosities and the bitter strug- 
gies far power and prestige 
which behind a decorous facade 
have long convulsed the Labour 
movement. 


Recurrent 
theme 


UNNING os an ever-recurrent 
theme in Lansbury’s life was 
his ‘rivalry with his jeader, 
Ramsay MacDonald. Handsome, 
theatrical, dazzled by aristocratic 
glamour, MacDonald was above 
all else a politician concerned 
with the arts of political man- 
agement and political intrigue.

Contribution 
to history 


R Postgate’s revelations of 
what followed form a real 
contribution to the history of our 
time.

(Donald sounded American 
opinion; how the Cabinet was 
kept waiting on the end of a 
telephone jine for the decision 
of the American Federal Re- 
serve Bank. : 


The message that eventually 
came was clear: no cuts, no 


credits. By 11 votes to 10 the 
Cabinet accepted this 
ultimatum, but the 10, headed 
by Lansbury, insisted upon 
regigning, A call drom_ New 
York had destroyed a British 
Government. 


For four yoars Lansbury Jed 
the tiny Socialist Party in oppo- 
sition to MacDonald, who had 
abandoned his former followers 
te become head of a National 
Government. But these two 
elderly leaders had both by 
now become dwellers in cloud- 
cuckoo—lands, different it is true 
trom each other, but equally 
remote from reality. 


Unpractical 
idealism 


HILE MacDonald declined 

into hopeless senility, Lans- 
bury soared into stratosphzric 
heights of unpractical idealism. 
In 1935, a characteristic and 
brutal speech from Mr Bevin 
forced him to resign the leader- 
ship. 


‘Peace now became his obses- 
sion. With pathetic optimism 
he began a tour of the capitals 
of Europe in ofder to advance 
the pacifist cause. 


in 1937 he met Hitler, but his 
judgment had become strangely 
clouded. He described Hitler 
publicly ag “‘one of.the greatest 
men of our time.” In private he 
told his friends that if only he 
had stayed longer at Berchtes- 
gaden — and had known seme 
German — he believed he could 
have converted the Fuehrer to 
in its purest

It was a tragic ending to the 
career of the most beloved 
leader that the Socialist Party 
has ever had. Two years later 
the war broke out which 
shattered for ever the dream 
world in which Lansbury lived. 


Mr Postgate’s book contains 
some gaps. He discusses the 
reasons for these gaps mn his 
preface. They deserve com- 
ment. 


During the war Mr Postgate 
recelved letters from Sir Nor- 
man Brook and Sir Edward 
Bridges of the Cabinet Office 
demanding the return of some 
twenty secret Cabinet documents 
believed to be among Lansbury's 
papers. Mr Postgate agreed to 
hand over thirty boxes of papers 
on condition that they would be 
returned to him as soon as the 
secret documents had been ex- 
tracted. 


lt was an imprudent act. Not 
one of these papers did Mr 
Posigate ever see again. He 
made repeated applications to 
Mr Attlee, by then Prime Minis- 
ter, but was informed that all 
the papers were Crown pro- 
perty and that he could not 
even look at them. 


Mr Postgate certainly appears 
to have cause for complaint. 
Whatever the legal position may 
be under the Official Secrets 
Act, it seems an abuse of power 
to impound documents most of 
which cannot possibly be, in the 
words of that Act, “prejudicial 
to the security or interests of 
the State.’ They might, of 
course, have been prejudicial to 
the interests of some members 
of Mr Attlee’s Cabinet, but that 
is another matter. 


Moral is 
clear 


T is fair to add that we merely 

have Mr Postgate’s side 

of the case, and there may be 

reasons, not so far disclosed, 

which would justify the action 
taken. ta 


But the moral for those who 
own such papers is clear; don't 
hand over anything more than 
you have to, and remember that 
although possession may not be 
nine-tenths, it is much more 
than half of the law. :

PERIODIC attacks of  ¢x-

Dozens of theomes have been 
advanced to explain its peculiar 
behaviour, but evidence is lacking 
to support many of them and 
none has led to a completely 
successful treatment, Experts of 
more than 70 years ago believed 
migratne to be due to spasm ot 
the blood vessels in the brain 
and, even today, this theory is 
still favoured by some, 

Other Theories 

Our — constantly expanding, 
knowledge of allergy has led ta 
the idea that migraine may be 
due to over-sensitivity, and it is 
also suggested that some dis- 
turbance of the glands of in- 
ternal secretion may play a 
role {n producing this disease. 
Vitamin deficiencies have also 
bech proposed as a cause.

In similar vein to King Richard Il] who uttered the immortal words “A horse a 
horse, My Kingdom for a horse”, British fight fans are yelling for a worth-while 
Heavyweight Boxing Champion. ; 

My apologies, Mr Jack Gardner. You may be the British and Empire Cham- 
pion but there are those among the sporting fraternity who do not believe you 
capable of taking the world title from American Ezzard Charles, 


And you must admit that on 
your recent showing against Mr 
Hein Tenn Hoff of Germany, 
who was admittedly a rather 
large gentleman, standing six 
feet five inches in his stocking 
feet, you did not inspire con- 
fidence and into the bargain 
succeeded in losing the Euro- 
pean title. 

AMERICAN SCHOOL 

It was an Americen, Bill Daly, 
manager of Lee Savold who had 
the bright idea of taking a Bri- 
tish “hope” and bringing him up 
in the American school. 

The same Mr Savold, you will 
remember, is recognised by the 
British Boxing Board of Contro) 
as the World Heavyweight 
Champ. And friend Daly thought 
that what could he done with 
one fighter could be done with 
another. 

The first part of his plan was 
to pick a “promising youngster." 
Lord .knows, Britain has seen 
enough of these over the last 
couple of decades. But, if it is 
not out of place, let me remind 
readers that the last British 
Heavyweight World Champion 
was Cornishman Bob Fitzsim- 
mons, who beat Gentleman Jim 
Corbett (no relation to Errol 
Flynn by the way) by a knock- 


out in the 14th round of a con- 
test staged at Carson City in the 
good old Yewnited States. And 
that was in 1897! 

But to return to the story. 
Daly chose Ray Wilding of 
Northwich, for his “experiment.” 
The tall railway clerk gladly ace 
cepted the offer and inside a 
couple of months was being 
packed with more steaks than 
you find in a ‘gross of hambur- 
gers, in an all-out effort to build 
up his physique. 


BUILT UP ALL WAYS 

The rest is history, if only re- 
cent history. Wilding .was built 
up both physically and mentally 
and réturned to England three 
weeks ago weighing - 14 stone, 
standing slx feet three and with 
a record of ‘six victories against 
opponents unknown in Britatn. 

If this were fiction, not fact, 
there might be a happy ending. 
In fact there could bo a happy 
ending yet. But not on the show- 
ing. of -Wilding’s ane fight. a 

on fovember .

T thought possibly the decision 
was a little harsh on Wilding. 
He made some effort to carry 
the fight to Olek but lack of 
experience defeated him. 

Olek is a spoiler, content to let 
his opponent do the leading, and 
Wilding was just not equal to 
the task. He did. not know 
enough tricks and if fe had 
learned any in America, he ob- 
viously forgot them at Har- 
ringay. 


Bill Daly was furious and said 
after the fight that he would 
protest tothe Board, But even if 
his protest is upheld and the; 
stigma is removed, the memory 
will remain, 

Wilding displayed neither a 
damaging punch nor any parti- 
cular defensive ability. And if 
he is to fulfil the pre-fight pro- 
phecy by Daly that he will. be 
British Heavyweight Champion 
in two years’ time he will have 
to turn in much better per- 
formances than this. . Otherwise 
he will not be eyen boxing in 
two years - time.— (Lon Ex- 
press Service).

HOW RARE 
PAINTING 


London, Nov. 22, 
The recenp purchase of a 
magnificent and extremely 
valuable panel painting for the 
National Gallery was revealed 
to be due to a promise made by 
its owner years ago. In the 
open market it might have 
fetched anything from £60,000 

— £100,000. : 


Writing in the “Burlington 
Magazine," Sir Kenneth Clarke, 
formerly director of the National 
Gallery, describes how he dis- 
covered the picture in 1930 in 
the collection of Sir Shafto Adair 
ut Flixton Hall, near Bungay. 
Suffolk. 


i He recognised it as being by 
Masaccio, an Italian painter 
born at the beginning of the 
13th century. Four feet high, 
it represents St. John the Baptist 
and St. Jerome. 


Paintings by this artist are 
extremely rare — he died when 
he was only 26. But his “na- 
tural” style was to revolutionise 
European painting. 


Sir Kenneth tells how, as the 
two saints were “obviously de- 
sirable acquisitions for the Na~ 
tional Gallery,” he “mentioned 
them to a few colleagues only, 
and they remained practically 
unknown until Major-General 
Sir Allan Adair decided to sell 
them,” 


Sir Allan fulfilled his father's 
promise and gave the Gallery 
first refusal. The price is not 
tevealed.

He told the China Mail that it was laid down 
by law that anyone wishing to store or make use 


of combustible materials 


must have a permit. On 


principle, permits were not granted to anyone liv- 
ing in squatter areas because the conditions were 


highly unsuitable. 


However, said Mr Gorman, 
the Fire Brigade did not possess 
an adequate staff to ensure 
that this law was being kept. 

It would be a very big job, he 
added, to go round a square mile 
of squatter huts checking up. 

The most they could do was i0 
give talks to the squatter camps 
by means of a loud-speaker, 
warning them of the hazardous 
conditions in which they lived 
and the necessity for reporting 
anyone Known to be storing 
dangerous goods. 

At the same time, lectures 
were given on how to behave in 
the event of a fire outbreak. 

EFFECTIVE POSTER 

Mr Gormon has _ himself de- 
signed & poster depicting a fierce 
looking fire devil grinning from 
flames arising from a burning 
group of huts. This poster had 
been widely circulated in the 
squatter areas. 

The Fire Brigade chief also 
revealed that advice was ¢on- 
stantly being broadcast by 
Rediffusion as many squatters 
had this service laid on to their 
huts. 

Mr Gorman said it was his 
personal opinion that Wednes- 
day night's fire at Kowloon City 
started in one of the many 
unauthorised little factories in 
the squatters’ village, probably 
as a result of some kind of ex- 
plosion. 

He declared that had it begun 
by an ordinary squatter’s hut 
catching alight, the inhabitants 
ffi the area would have managed 
to subdue the outbreak because 
they had learnt their fire lessons 
well and always showed keen 
interest in the drill. 

‘On Thursday afternoon, dur- 
ing his inspection of the fire 
scene, said Mr Gorman, he 
found one danger centre which 
had miracutously escaped the 
blaze, It was a factory where 
steel desks and chatrs, copied 
from imported models, were 
manufactured. The welding 
process necessary in this work 
was carried out in a small 
wooden hut in which were threc 
bunks used by about 30 people, 
Highiy combustible acetylene 
and oxygen were released in the 
process of welding. 

INTERMINGLED 

Two glassemaking factories 
with oi] burning furnaces, and 
which carried stores of fuel cil, 
were also in this particular 
area, as well as chemical fac~ 
toriés, timber stores, camphor 
factories, saw. mills and a 
number of other. ‘cottage’ in- 
dustries, : 

Mr Gorman said that because 
living quarters and factories 
are imtermingled in these 
squatter areas a fire becomes 
rampant in 9. very short time. 

He considered the firemen on 
Wednesday night did a satis- 
factory job under most exacting 
circumstances,
